Council asks to meet PCC after 
station closure announcement 


FOLLOWING the decision to close the po¬ 
lice station, Seaton Town Council will in¬ 
vite Devon and Cornwall Police Comm¬ 
issioner Tony Hogg to attend a meeting 
with them to discuss the future of policing 
in the town. 

Although the public enquiry office at the station 
has been closed for several years, the complete clo¬ 
sure of the station comes amid Devon and Corn¬ 
wall’s planned £54million cost cutting initiative. 

Seaton Mayor, Councillor Tony Woodman, who 
proposed the motion at the town council meeting 
on October 24th, has in the past voiced his desire 
for the residents and the council to “stand up and 
fight” to save vital services for the town. 

At the meeting Cllr Woodman said he wanted to 
talk to the powers that be to discuss the future of 
policing in Seaton. 

“I think it will be a good idea, at this early stage 
to try and get a meeting with Mr Hogg and the 
Chief Constable Shaun Sawyer, so we can talk 
about what they plan to do in Seaton. Rather than 
us waiting to be told what is going to be done.” 

New Community Beat Manager, PC Richard 
Jenkins, had clarified a few issues, earlier on in the 
meeting in regards to the closing of the police sta¬ 
tion.

that have to be made, they are looking at closing 
up to 34 buildings, not all necessarily stations, and 
Seaton is one of them. The way it is planned is, 
there are five phases across the next five years and 
Seaton sits in the second phase at the moment, 
which means that between 2016/17, they will start 
looking at the process of closing down the police 
station. 

“The process will take about a year to do, which 
means we are probably looking at, roughly, two 


years from now, the police station in Seaton will 
close,” PC Jenkins said. 

PC Jenkins went on to say that at the moment the 
police force was looking for potential spaces where 
they could be based. 

“The new community base would be shared with 
other public sectors partners in Seaton and would 
be a place for the officers to complete paper work 
and their IT duties. 

The search for new premises was backed by Cllr 
Woodman who said: “Knowing where we [the 
council] are hoping to be in 12 months’ time, I 
think we could actually work with the police and, 
together, come up with a base for them in Seaton.”

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SIDMOUTH 

No public right of 
way at Knowle 

EAST Devon District Council have welcomed the 
decision to reject a public backed move to register 
public footpaths at the Knowle. 

In April 2012, the Knowle Residents' Association 
had asked Devon County Council to designate 
several footpaths on the Knowle campus as pub¬ 
lic rights of way under the Wildlife and Country¬ 
side Act 1981. 

Knowle Residents' Association members 
wanted several paths to be legally recognised as 
public rights of way, as they have been used by the 
local community for over 20 years. Protesters felt 
that access to these area would be affected after 
the sale of the Knowle to developers Pegasus Ltd. 

However, the planning application ws originally 
refused in June 2013 so KRA lodged an appeal 
with the Planning Inspectorate. 

After various legal appeal processes, Martin El¬ 
liott, the inspector, has agreed with the district 
council that no order should be made to dedicate 
any of the claimed routes as public rights of way. 

Mr Elliott gave his reasoning that the argument 
that the public had the right to use the area was 
unfounded as the use of the whole of the Knowle 
is regulated by bylaws. 

EDDC Chief Executive, Mark Williams said: 

‘ ‘Given the criticism the council was subject to fol¬ 
lowing the initial appeal decision, the council is 
pleased that its position on this matter has been 
vindicated following the determination of by the 
inspector." 

The land in question is owned by EDDC.

March 2016, at which time there 
is the potential for the contract 
to be extended.

I 
wake up in the mornings feeling 
good, when I eat I want to put the 
right nutrients into my body and I 
look forward to exercising and going 
to the gym a few times a week. I've 
really enjoyed the experience; it's not 
easy and requires a lot of hard work 
and effort but it's so rewarding and 
makes you feel fantastic. You are 
never too old and anyone can do it!

One assistant then looks to see if 
the road is clear, if it is she crosses over to the other 
side and walks about 40 yards to the cemetery en¬ 
trance where she has a clear view of the road look¬ 
ing towards Colyford, and also checks the road 
backwards to Seaton. If the road is clear, she will 
give the command that it’s alright to cross over and 
continue, and that’s the way it’s done. 

Council authorities have an inherent duty of care 
for the safety of members of the public. So East 
Devon District Council, get it sorted. Your negli¬ 
gence must not be allowed to continue.

first ever 'Poppy Appeal' raised over 
£106,000, a huge amount of money 
at the time. 

The following year, Major George 
Howson, who had received the Mili¬ 
tary Cross for his role in the First 
World War, set up a factory off the 
Old Kent Road in London where five 
disabled ex-Servicemen began mak¬ 
ing poppies. 3 years later the Poppy 
Factory moved to its 
current site in Rich¬ 
mond, Surrey and 
today produces mil¬ 
lions of poppies each 
year. 

Such was the demand 
for poppies in England 
in 1922 that few were 
reaching Scotland. Earl 
Haig's wife established 
the 'Lady Haig Poppy 
Factory' in Edinburgh 
to produce poppies ex¬ 
clusively for Scotland. 
Over 5 million Scottish 
poppies (which have 
four petals and no leaf 
unlike poppies in the 
rest of the UK) are still 
made by hand by dis¬ 
abled ex-Servicemen at 
Lady Haig's Poppy 
Factory each year.

“AMAZING THINGS can happen in village halls. People who would 
never get to London can see something wonderful, pulled out of a little 
suitcase, right in the heart of their village.” 

Katie Villa of all-female theatre trio Theatre Rush, is explaining why 
she loves to tour village halls. This November, her company will visit 
Stockland with their show “The Lost Tales of Devon” and they can’t 
wait. The show, featuring the story-gathering characters Martha, Gurt 
and Freddie, is billed as a “riotous, hilarious, heart-warming show for 
all humans with an imagination”. It’s a theatre piece made up of stories 
the actors have unearthed in numerous Devon villages. Audiences con¬ 
tribute their own stories live, bringing a degree of anarchy that makes 
every performance unique. 

“The stories we have found are total crackers. Much better than you’d 
find on Google! We love the little bit of risk that comes with handing 
the reins over to the audience. That said, one particular community were 
having such a hoot that we almost couldn’t get them to stop!” 

Theatre Rush has previously toured sell out show Flushed (4 stars in 
EXEUNT), about being female in the modern world, so what inspired 
them to create a story about stories? 


“We are, all of us, made 
up of stories. Stories fol¬ 
low us around, we tell 
them, we create the stories 
of ourselves and we get in¬ 
volved in other people’s 
stories. The stories of us 
will last much longer than 
us on the earth. That is 
something very special, in 
our humble opinions. We 
aim to create an event where the whole village can come together, laugh 
(alot), cry (a bit, maybe from laughing) and to feel part of something.” 

Katie’s fellow performer, Chloe Whipple, curates and supports emerg¬ 
ing artists at Exeter’s Bike Shed Theatre. All of Theatre Rush live in 
Exeter, so the actors are excited to do a tour on home turf and to unearth 
new aspects of Devon. Theatre Rush is a company that passionately be¬ 
lieves in rural touring. 

“These halls are owned and loved by the community, so it’s a bit like 
coming into somebody’s front room. Although some¬ 
times you’re trying to hang your lights and a merry band 
of ‘helpers’ descend to tell you ‘you’re doing it all 
wrong’, and ‘where’s the biscuits then?’ and ‘are we 
going to like this show, then? But we don’t let that put 
us off!” 

Their shows this November are only made possible 
through the organisation Villages in Action, which 
brings world-class acts to Devon doorsteps through care¬ 
fully managed funding. 

“Everybody should be able to access great perform¬ 
ance. It would be a great, great shame for everything to 
implode back towards London again” says Katie.

Drivers urged to prepare their cars for winter 


WITH winter on its way, Motor Codes, the 
government-approved consumer watch¬ 
dog for the automotive industry, is urging 
motorists to ‘winter-proof’ their cars. Its 
online winter driving tips will help drivers to 
ensure their vehicles are prepared for 
winter driving conditions, and help avoid 
expensive repairs. 

Bill Fennell, Managing Director, Motor 
Codes, said, “Winter doesn’t officially begin 
until 21 December this year, but there is no 
time like the present to ensure that an¬ 
tifreeze is topped up, tyres and brakes are 
working well and your windscreen is clear. 

“Drivers needn't wait for an official Met 
Office warning. If they follow our winter 
driving tips, their cars will be winter-ready 
- and this will make journeys safer for 
them, their passengers and other road 
users. Whatever the forecast for winter, 
drivers need be able to rely on their cars 
and make them as safe as possible.” 

Here are Motor Codes’ top 10 tips to 
winter-proofing your car: 

1. Top up antifreeze 

It’s an obvious tip, but you’d be amazed 
by the number of people who fail to main¬ 
tain the right level of antifreeze in their ve¬ 
hicle. Without adequate antifreeze, 
sub-zero temperatures can do untold dam¬ 
age to your engine. Your manual will tell you 
the best type of antifreeze for your car and 
the amount you should use. Safety first! 
Never replenish fluids (oil, coolant, wiper 
fluid) straight after you’ve driven the car - 
wait until it’s cooled down. 


2. Make sure your windscreen is clear 

In the winter, spray, grit and slush can ob¬ 
scure the view through your windscreen 
and compromise your safety. Your wind¬ 
screen wipers and washer fluid are the only 
defence against this. So make sure the 
wipers are working smoothly and don’t 
leave streaks, and that the washer fluid is 
always topped up. 

Keep a supply of washer fluid, ideally 
mixed with de-icer, in the boot. Don't be 
tempted to replenish the fluid compart¬ 
ment with water and washing-up liquid - 
you’ll end up with a fogged-up windscreen. 

Other road-users need to be able to see 
you, so check that all your driving lights (in¬ 
cluding foglights) are working properly and 
wipe them clean once a week. 

3. Keep your battery charged 

Your car battery works harder during the 
winter months: the heating's on full-blast, 
de-misters are working overtime and, be¬ 
cause of the shorter daylight hours, head¬ 
lights are on for longer. As if that’s not 
enough, cold temperatures also reduce the 
battery’s capacity. It’s important you know 
the health of your battery - the last thing 
you want is to be met by silence the next 
time you try to turn on the engine. 

4. Check your tyres 

Balding tyres are a safety hazard at any 
time, but in winter the risks of an accident 
are even greater. So make sure that all four 
tyres have the safe amount of tread. 
Legally, the depth of the tread must be at 
least 1.6mm but, for peace of mind, 2-3mm 


is recommended. You may even want to in¬ 
vest in a set of winter tyres, particularly if 
you live in a rural or hilly area. 

5. Test your brakes 

The roads are wetter and more slippery in 
winter than at any other time of the year, 
so it’s vital that your brakes are up to 
the task. Some newer cars are fitted with 
sensors that will tell you when the brakes 
need replacing. Otherwise, you can ask 
your local garage to test your brake pads, 
discs and pipes. 

6. Protect your car body 

Nothing ages your car body quicker than 
exposure to the grit and salt sprinkled on 
the roads in the winter. Prevention is defi¬ 
nitely better than cure when it comes to 
keeping corrosion at bay, so wash and wax 
your car before the harsh weather sets in. 
If you have to park outside during the win¬ 
ter months, consider buying a good quality 
car cover. 

7. Replace belts and hoses 

Cold temperatures can weaken the rub¬ 
ber belts and hoses under your car’s bon¬ 
net, and you don’t want something to snap 
out on the road on a cold winter's night. Al¬ 
though in most cases they get checked at 
service time every 30,000 miles or so, it’s 
always a good idea to let a mechanic give 
them a once-over before the first cold snap 
arrives, as there may be potential weak 
points susceptible to the cold weather. 

8. Don’t run the tank empty 

In sub-zero temperatures, your fuel-line 
may freeze up meaning that your car 


won’t start. You can prevent this simply by 
making sure your fuel tank is always more 
than half-full. 

9. Keep an emergency kit 
Keep an emergency kit in your car in case 
you break down and find yourself stuck out 
in the cold. Your kit should include boots, 
blankets, torch and batteries, first aid kit, 
jump leads, shovel, road atlas, de-icer and 
sunglasses (winter sun can be dazzling). 

10. Get a timely service 
You can address many of these winter¬ 
proofing tips in one go by paying a visit to 
your local garage. Many now offer special 


winter checks, including ensuring tyres are 
in good condition, mechanical parts are lu¬ 
bricated and essential lubricants topped up. 
Remember that keeping up-to-date with 
the recommended service schedule will 
help keep your car in good condition all year 
round - and protect any warranty. 

If you’re in doubt about whether your car 
is winter-ready, check out Motor Codes’ 
handy infographic guide at www.motor- 
codes.co.uk/wintertips. You can also use 
the site’s garage finder to search for a local 
garage to help give you peace of mind.
